Baehr :  'Entertainment  can  be  redeemed'

Christians  were  respected  members  of 
the  Hollywood  set  during  the  golden  age 
of  American  movies  -  and  can  be  again, 
according  to  Ted  Baehr  Jr.,  publisher  of 
the  conservative  Christian  magazine 
Movieguide  and  author  of  more  man  a 
dozen  books  on  Christians  and  the  enter¬ 
tainment  media. 

"Entertainment  can  be  redeemed," 
Baehr  told  an  audience  of  Mississippi 
Baptists  gathered  May  2  at  Park  Place 
Church,  Brandon,  for  the  annual 
Witnessing  Through  Media  awards  dinner. 
"We  retreated  from  a  mission  field,  and  we 
should  never  retreat  from  a  mission  field." 

Baehr,  the  son  of  1930s  cowboy  movie 
star  Robert  "Tex"  Allen  and  chairman  of 
the  Christian  Film  and  Television 
Commission,  said  great  movies  are  great 
stories  well-told  with  a  spiritually  inspir¬ 
ing  worldview.  Those  movies  perform 
much  better  at  the  box  office  than  violent 
and  sexually  explicit  films,  he  observed. 

Baehr  stressed  that  the  most  powerful 
people  in  Hollywood  are  the  12-24  year 
olds  who  make  up  the  vast  majority  of 
moviegoers.  He  quoted  a  Los  Angeles 
Times  study  that  found  74%  of  females  and 
58%  of  males  in  that  age  group  are  offend¬ 
ed  by  cursing  and  sexual  material  in  films. 

"They  are  on  our  side,"  Baehr  told  the 
dinner  attendees.  "They  want  our  guid¬ 
ance.  They  want  people  to  help  them." 

Baehr  said  many  parents  are  in  denial 
about  the  influence  of  the  entertainment 
media  on  young  people

The  measure  does  not  bar  parents  from  renting  or  purchasing  M- 
or  AO-rated  games  for  their  children,  but  it  mandates  stores  dis¬ 
play  explanations  of  Hie  rating  system  to  help  parents  in  pur¬ 
chasing  or  renting  video  games.  Retail  violators  could  receive  a 
dvil  penalty  of  as  much  as  $5,000.  The  congressional  action  came 
at  the  dose  of  a  record-setting  sales  week  for  a  controversial  new 
game,  Grand  Theft  Auto  IV.  The  game,  which  was  released  April 
29,  broke  all-time  sales  records  for  a  first  week  and  first  oay. 
Worldwide  sales  for  the  first  week  were  six  million  copies  at  a 
retail  value  of  more  than  $500  million,  according  to  POX  Business. 
The  game's  opening  day  was  3.6  million  copies  sold  for  a  value 
of  about  $310  million,  POX  reported.  Grand  Theft  Auto  IV,  which 
is  rated  Mr  has  received  heavy  criticism  from  pro-family  and 
other  organizations.  The  graphic  and  realistic  game  enables  Hie 
video  gamer;  playing  Hie  role  of  Hie  main  character,  to  kill  police¬ 
men  and  gang  members,  have  sex  with  prostitutes,  visit  strip 
clubs,  steal  cars,  get  drunk  and  run  over  pedestrians.  The  Grand 
Theft  Auto  franchise  may  be  the  most  popular  video  game  series 
for  young  teenage  boys.  "If  you  let  your  dhild  play  this  game, 
you're  a  bad  parent,"  said  one  of  tne  game's  writers,  Lazlow 
Jones,  according  to  The  Washington  Post.  "Games  like  Grand 
Theft  Auto  IV  appeal  to  the  lowest  common  denominator..,,"  said 
Parents  Television  Council  President  Tim  Winter  in  commending 
Matheson  and  Terry.  "Video  game  ratings  supposedly  exist  to 
protect  children  from  material  Hiat  is  created  for  adults,  but  there 
is  no  consequence  for  irresponsible  retailers  who  repeatedly  sell 
these  games  to  children."  Matheson  said  in  a  written  release  he 
knows  he,  as  a  parent  is  "the  first  line  of  defense  against  my  kids 
playing  Mature-rated  video  games.
